Of all the varied plants, both 
u s e f u l and ornamental, to be 
found in 
Mexico, 
Mr. 
Castro 
chose only one to which to devote 
a whole chapter of his book—The 
Maguey Plant. 


This discussion of the b o o k 
would not be complete without 
due attention being paid to it, and 
we close this series of comments 
with a complete copy of t h a t 
chapter: 


“The maguey plant is a true 
vegetable spring. When the plant 
I is about to bloom it is anxiously 
watched by the patient Indian, J 
who, as soon as he discovers the 
true signs, which consist in t h e 
stem beginning to shoot up, the 
leaves, which are usually b e n t 
toward the ground, close UP and 
the appearance of the p l a n t 
changes completely. The stem is 
then cut short and an incision 
made with a sharp spoon into 
the heart of the plant, and t h e 
leaves tied close over it: t h e 
sap or juice is then gathered as 
often as three times a day. One 
Indian can attend to three h u n- 
dred plants, usually called a quc- 
bra. A plant will commonly fur­ 
nish, in twenty-four hours, four 
cubic decimeters (or 242 cubic 
inches English measure), equal 
to eight Mexican quertillos. O f 
this total quantity they obtain 
three quartillos at sunrise, two 
at midday, and three at six i n 
the evening. A very viger o u s 
plant will yield as much as fifteen 
quartillos, 454 cubic inches, Eng­ 
lish, per day, for four to f i v e 
months, which amounts to t h e 
enormous volume of more than 
1,100 cubic decimeters, or 67,130 
inches. This abundance of juice, 
produced by a single maguey of 
scarcely a yard in height, is so 
much more astonishing from the , 
fact that the plantations are gen­ 
erally situated on arid ground 
where nothing else will grow ex­ 
cept yuca. It is well to add that 
the produce of the maguey, like 
the produce of the vine, varies 
verv much accoriing to the lat- 
itu.?^ and the atmosphere, etc. 
“After the plan has furnished 
its crop of juice it dies off. Then 
out of the leaves a very g o o d 
paper can be manufactured; the 
point of the leaves are used by 
the Indians as needles. Out of 
the leaves is made a kind of 
hemp called istle, which is worth 
as much as 12Mj cents per pound, 
and is exported to manufacture 
rope, 
brushes, etc. The plant 
is prevented from blooming, be­ 
cause all that nature destined to 
produce, the g r o w t h of t h e 
stems, flowers and fruit is t o 
become the favorite beverage of 
the Mexicans, pulque. The plant 
which has until then been aban­ 
doned to itself as the wild tree 
of the forest, when it is aoout 
to blossom, becomes an object of 
greatest care and vigilance. The 
Mexican Indian, with the patience 


t h a t characterizes his r a c e , 
watches the appearance of t h e 
indications of the growth of the 
stem, the straightening and clos­ 
ing of the leaves, ami, in fact, 
the general appearance of t h e 
plant; he inspects carefully the 
field and markes each plant that 
is about to bloom. It is then that 
the sap is gathered, which is 
called in Mexico agua miel (hon- 
ey-w a t e r) on account of i t s 
sweet flavor, and with it t h e 
pulque is prepared. After cutting 
the sprout or stem of the plant 
and taking away the leaves sur­ 
rounding it with the spoon, t h e 
stem is hollowed out six or seven 
i n c h e s in diameter, a n d six 
inches in depth. It is in t h i s 
cavity that the sap is gathered; 
che hole or wound made in the 
plant, enlarged gradually, is cov­ 
ered by closing the leaves grow­ 
ing around the stem tying them 
together at the point®, or bend­ 
ing them by placing a flat rock 
over them. The liquid sap is car­ 
ried off two or three times a day, 
and in order to facilitate the flow 
of sap, the cavity made in the 
plant is rasped with a sharp in­ 
strument each time that it is 
emptied, something like a spoon 
with sharp edges. To gather this 
sweet sap the Indians use an in­ 
strument acting like a pipette, 
which they call Acocote. It con­ 
sists of a long gourd, to each end 
of which are affixed two pieces 
of sharp horn; while one end is 
plunged in the liquid, the other 
placed in the mouth draws t h e 
liquid, which is then emptied in 
an earthen jar and then carried 
into the cellar where the fermen­ 
tation is to take place.

“Although the maguey w i l l 
grow in soil where no other plant 
will, it matures with more pre­ 
cocity when planted in good soil 
and is cultivated, and in nome 
localities watered occasionally. In 
some soil agave will mature i n 
five years. Heat has great influ­ 
ence over the expansion of t h e 
growth of the stem and its bloom­ 
ing. Experience shows that t h e 
maguey acclimated in Africa and 
in South America will travel over 
rvcle of its vegetation much 
more rapidly than in the table 
lands of Mexico and Peru. This 
rapid growth is, however, unfav­ 
orable to the sweet sap, and that 
;s probably the reason why i n 
Spain and Italy the agave is not, 
as in the plateau of Anahuac, 
cultivated as a produce, 


“In northern climes the maguey 
vegetates but r a r e l y matures. 
That is probably the reason that 
has caused the popular belief that 
it only blossomed in a hundred 
years. In the State of Oxaca, in 
the Republic of Mexico, at a n 
a l t i t u d e of 10,000 feet, t h e 
furesaea longaeva being forty-two 
to forty-five feet in height, bear­ 
ing leaves from six to nine feet 
long, only brings forth its yel­ 
low flower once in every hund­ 
red years—if the Indian’s state­ 
ment can be relied on. In the 
vicinity of Toluca and Cacanu- 
mecan. State of Mexico, and Cho- 
lula, State of Puebla, the culti­ 
vated maguey reaches it® matur­ 
ity in eight years. In that section 
of the country a plant furnishes 
a gallon of liquid daily, ami a 
vigorous plant will furnish a 9 
much as seven quarts in every 
twenty-four hours, during four or 
five months: this is the maximum 
yield. In bad soils a plant will not 
render in the same period o f 
time more than 112 quarts o f 
juice (agua miel). 


“Dr. Dreyer, military apothe­ 
cary in the French army, h a s 
observed that one plant during 
three months yielded one to two 
q u a r t s daily; altogether, 136 
quarts. The difference in t h e 
yield of this plant is attributed to 
the locality, the quality of t h e 
soil, and the culture or the care 
taken of the plant when the first 
signs of maturity are shown, and, 
above all, of the choice in t h e 
variety cf the plant to be culti­ 
vated. In the State of San Luis 
Potaci the maguey matures i n 
i'rom four to eight years, accord­ 
ing to locality; five years a r e 
considered a fair average. The 
cost of planting 100,000 magueys 
in that state is from $400 to $600. 
I A large maguey can produce 
twenty-five pounds of istle, worth 
I from $2.50 to $3, 
“The maguey stands at th e 
I head of the alcohol prod u c i n g 


I plants, producing fifty per cent 
more alcohol than corn, sugar­ 
cane, Iri-h potatoes, grapes, and 
in fact of all plants on an equal 
space of around. It excels a 11 
other products in its production 
of alcohol.”
